INTRODUCTION 


In the enterprise known as religious education the 
most important feature is worship. Prayer is at the 
center of the religious life of an individual, and 
public worship is at the center of the religious life 
of a group. Prayer and worship should occupy in 
the program of religious education a place which 
corresponds to that which they occupy in religion 
itself. 

There is therefore a large area in which the litera- 
ture of religious education and the literature of wor- 
ship overlap. It is in this field that the books of The 
Century Devotional Library find their place. Mothers 
and fathers who today are re-establishing the habit 
of family prayers at home are asking for books of 
prayers to help them in this important endeavor. 
Leaders in religious education who preside over meet- 
ings of teachers demand forms of worship to be used 
by such groups at the opening of their meetings. 
Church school superintendents are asking for forms 
of public worship to use when the entire school or a 
department meets in Church for perhaps a twenty- 
minute or half-hour period. Teachers and parents 
demand books of private devotion for children be- 
tween six and twelve, and young people in their 
teens. Such needs as these, all connected with wor-

ship and prayer, and all related to religious education, 
are in the minds of those who are responsible for 
the Devotional Library. 

The materials in these books have all been tested 
by use among a fairly large number of people. They 
really represent the survival of the fittest. The 
second volume of the library is now on the press and 
is a book of responsive services, or devotional offices 
for general use. The third book will contain devo- 
tional offices for special occasions.

And 
all they in the synagogue, when they heard these 
things, were filled with wrath, and rose up, and 
thrust him out of the city, and led him unto the brow 
of the hill whereon their city was built, that they 
might cast him down headlong. But he passing through 
the midst of them went his way, and came down to 
Capernaum, a city of Galilee, and taught them on the 
sabbath days. And they were astonished at his doc- 
trine: for his word was with power.

And 
the other disciples came in a little ship; (for they were 
not far from land, but as it were two hundred cubits, ) 
dragging the net with fishes. As soon then as they were 
come to land, they saw a fire of coals there, and fish 
laid thereon, and bread. Jesus saith unto them, Bring 
of the fish which ye have now caught. Simon Peter 
went up, and drew the net to land full of great fishes, 
an hundred and fifty and three: and for all there were 
_ so many, yet was not the net broken. Jesus saith unto 
them, Come and dine. And none of the disciples durst 
ask him, Who art thou? knowing that it was the Lord. 
Jesus then cometh, and taketh bread, and giveth them, 
and fish likewise. This is now the third time that 
Jesus shewed himself to his disciples, after that he was 
risen from the dead.

Jesus saith unto him, Feed 
my sheep.

his glory was not arrayed like one of these. Where- 
fore, if God so clothe the grass of the field, which 
to-day is and to-morrow is cast into the oven, shall he 
not much more clothe you, O ye of little faith? 
Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we 
eat? or, What shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall 
we be clothed? (for after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek:) for your heavenly Father knoweth 
that ye have need of all these things. But seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness; and 
all these things shall be added unto you. Take there- 
fore no thought for the morrow: for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself. Sufficient unto 
the day is the evil thereof.

FTER these things the Lord appointed other

vest truly is great, but the labourers are few: pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he would send 
forth labourers into his harvest.

you. But I say unto you, that it shall be more tolerable 
in that day for Sodom, than for that city. Woe unto 
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thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for if the 
mighty works had been done in Tyre and Sidon, which 
have been done in you, they had a great while ago re- 
pented, sitting in sackcloth and ashes. But it shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the judgment, 
than for you. And thou, Capernaum, which art exalted 
to heaven, shalt be thrust down to hell. He that heareth 
you heareth me; and he that despiseth you despiseth 
me; and he that despiseth me despiseth him that sent 
me. 

And the seventy returned again with joy, saying, 
Lord, even the devils are subject unto us through thy 
name. And he said unto them, I beheld Satan as light- 
ning fall from heaven. Behold, I give unto you power 
to tread on serpents and scorpions, and over all the 
power of the enemy: and nothing shall by any means 
hurt you.

And he 
carried me away in the spirit to a great and high 
mountain, and shewed me that great city, the holy 
Jerusalem, descending out of heaven from God, hav- 
ing the glory of God: and her light was like unto 
a stone most precious, even like a jasper stone, clear 
as crystal; and had a wall great and high, and had 
twelve gates, and at the gates twelve angels, and 
names written thereon, which are the names of the 
twelve tribes of the children of Israel: on the east 
three gates; on the north three gates; on the south 
three gates; and on the west three gates. And the 
wall of the city had twelve foundations, and in them 
the names of the twelve apostles of the Lamb. And 
he that talked with me had a golden reed to measure 
the city, and the gates thereof, and the wall thereof. 
And the city lieth foursquare, and the length is as 
large as the breadth: and he measured the city with 
the reed, twelve thousand furlongs. The length and 
the breadth and the height of it are equal. And he 
measured the wall thereof, an hundred and forty and 
four cubits, according to the measure of a man, that 
is, of the angel. And the building of the wall of it 
was of jasper; and the city was pure gold, like unto 
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clear glass. And the foundations of the wall of the 
city were garnished with all manner of precious 
stones. The first foundation was jasper; the second, 
sapphire; the third, a chalcedony; the fourth, an 
emerald; the fifth, sardonyx; the sixth, sardius; the 
seventh, chrysolyte; the eighth, beryl; the ninth, a 
topaz; the tenth, a chrysoprasus; the eleventh, a 
jacinth; the twelfth, an amethyst. And the twelve 
gates were twelve pearls; every several gate was of 
one pearl: and the street of the city was pure gold, 
as it were transparent glass. And I saw no temple 
therein: for the Lord God Almighty and the Lamb 
are the temple of it. And the city had no need of 
the sun, neither of the moon, to shine in it: for the 
glory of God did lighten it, and the Lamb is the 
light thereof. And the nations of them which are 
saved shall walk in the light of it: and the kings 
of the earth do bring their glory and honour into it. 
And the gates of it shall not be shut at all by day: 
for there shall be no night there. And they shall 
bring the glory and honour of the nations into it. 
And there shall in no wise enter into it any thing 
that defileth, neither whatsoever worketh abomination, 
or maketh a lie: but they which are wnitten in the 
Lamb’s book of life.
